Three Canadian soldiers 
were killed in Afghanistan 
yesterday when their 
armoured vehicle was at¬ 
tacked by militants, in 
what Canada's top general 
acknowledged as a worri¬ 
some jump in direct 
violence. 

Five other soldiers were 
injured in the incident, two 
of them seriously. The mili¬ 
tary gave few details but 
said the men had not been 


killed by a roadside bomb. 

Cpl. Andrew Grenon, 23, 
Pte. Chad Horn, 21, and Cpl. 
Michael Seggie, 21, of the 
Second Battalion, Princess 
Patricias Canadian light In¬ 
fantry based in Shilo, Man., 
were killed in the attack. 

“The soldiers were con¬ 
ducting a security patrol 
when the attack occurred,” 
said Brig.-Gen. Denis 
Thompson, who commands 
the Canadian force in 


Afghanistan. “They returned 
fire, both with small arms 
and they attempted to re¬ 


turn fire us¬ 
ing other as¬ 
sets as well,” 
he told a news 
conference in 
Kandahar. 

Thompson 
said the slain 
soldiers had 
all been com¬ 
ing to the end 
of their tours of duty.

Canada’s top soldier, said 
the latest attack pointed to 
a disturbing trend of direct 
attacks by Taliban militants. 

“This attack is worrisome, 
in the kind of sophistication 
of that attack,” he told re¬ 
porters at a conference of 
Western Hemisphere de¬ 
fence ministers in Banff, 
adding the militaiy has not 
completed its investigation. 

“The security situation in 
this campaign season, the 


fighting season, is tough, 
and we are seeing sophisti¬ 
cated capabilities in terms 
of training and proficiency 
of the Taliban,” he said. 

“At the same time, we’re 
learning, we’re adapting 
and trying to get ahead of

Forget buying popcorn 
and Crackerjacks or root, 
root, rooting for the home 
team because the Edmon¬ 
ton Cracker Cats could 
soon be playing in another 
city if hundreds of empty 
seats continue to be a reg¬ 
ular sight at Telus Field, 
says the team’s co-owner. 

“I think baseball in Ed¬ 
monton is basically dead. 
They’re not willing to sup¬ 
port the team even when 
they’re winning,” owner 
Erica Cruise said yesterday. 

Edmonton’s only profes¬ 
sional baseball team is 
plajdng its first playoff se¬ 
ries ever against the Cal- 
gaiy Vipers. The Cracker 
Cats recently clinched first 
place in the Golden Base¬ 
ball League’s north divi¬ 
sion with a 28-16 record 
and a winning percentage 
of .636. 

During a handful of 
games in the last few 
weeks, attendance has 


hovered around the 900 
mark in a stadium that can 
seat close to 10,000. 

And despite setting an 
attendance record with 
8,676 fans for a game 
against Calgaiy on June 20, 
the Cats have played in 
front of 200 fans in a num¬ 
ber of home games this 
season. 


“I don’t think Edmonton 
is a baseball town,” said 
Cruise, who owns the team 
with Dan Orlich 
Since the team’s incep¬ 
tion in 2005 the Cracker 
Cats have seen little suc¬ 
cess on the field, but 
Cruise said this year’s 
change in fortunes should 
have resulted in more fans. 


“I don’t think I will stay 
around (as an owner) for 
the team — it’s like beat¬ 
ing a dead horse,” said 
Cruise. “Who would want 
to buy the team if there are 
300 people in the stands?” 

The team currently 
holds a five-year lease, plus 
an option year to play in 
Telus Field.

Harper calls for listeriosis probe

conference, during which 
he had not been asked 
about it.

Warnings follow ice shelf collapse

said yesterday. 

Researchers announced 
late Tuesday that the five 
ice shelves along Ellesmere 
Island in the Far North, 
which are more than 4,000 
years old, had shrunk by 
23 per cent this summer 
alone. 

The largest shelf is disin¬ 
tegrating and one of the 
smaller shelves, covering 
55 square km, broke away 
entirely last month. 

“Climate models indi¬ 
cate that the greatest 
changes, the most severe 
changes, will happen earli¬ 


est in the highest northern 
latitudes,” said Warwick 
Vincent, director of the 
Centre for Northern Stud¬ 
ies at Laval University in

X eriscaping is garden¬ 
ing that chooses 
plants suited for the 
surrounding conditions, 
and which require veiy lit¬ 
tle supplemental water¬ 
ing. Water conservation is 
part of the going green 
gardening movement and 
the bonus is that it is not 
only environmentally- 
friendly, but also is one of 
the lowest-maintenance 
forms of gardening avail¬ 
able to homeowners. 
While it is true that 


xeriscape container gar¬ 
dening comes with its 
own unique set of chal¬ 
lenges, there are tips for 
making it successful. 

Choose the right plants 
for the right conditions. 

Choosing plants not 
well-suited to grow with 
little water defeats the 
project before it even gets 
started, so do your home¬ 
work first. 

Amend the potting 
mix 

Add organic matter 
(compost). Also, consider 
adding water retaining 
crystals (hydrogels) and 


mycorrhizal fungus such 
as MYKE. Making the mix 
as nutrient-rich and water- 
retentive as possible helps 
diminish supplemental 
watering. 

Group the plants 

According to their re¬ 
quirements — this is one 
method of reducing water 
waste. Think ahead to the 
type of garden you want. 

Water efficiently 

Consider using a drip ir¬ 
rigation system that mini¬ 
mizes loss of water to the 
atmosphere. Traditional 
watering methods result 


in spillage and evapora¬ 
tion. 

Mulch Mulch Mulch! 

The use of organic 
mulch such as compost 
mulch will help in many 
ways. A five to 7.5 cen¬ 
timetre layer will help 
keep the soil moist, it will 
feed the soil with nutri¬ 
ents and keep the soil 
temperature cooler. 

Be a xeriscaper 

This means being a vigi¬ 
lant weeder. Weeds can 
steal nutrients and valu¬ 
able water from other 
plants, so weed regularly. 


Do not overfertilize as this 
can promote spindly 
growth that requires extra 
water. 

Most gardeners, when 
they first hear about 
xeriscaping immediately 
think that this type of gar¬ 
dening requires the use of 
exotic plants or those that 
will not do well in a 
Prairie climate zone. This 
is not true at all. In fact, 
some of the most common 
garden plants can be 
xeriscape plants, especial¬ 
ly grasses as many are nat¬ 
urally drought resistant.

Storm water 
and runoff 

Homeowners can do their 
part to reduce runoff by 
taking a different approach 
to gardening. Canada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion offers advice on how to 
design and install a rain 
garden that allows water to 
infiltrate the soil and diy 
out between rain falls. Cap¬ 
turing storm water before 
it ends up on the sidewalk 
minimizes nmoff and is a 
beautiful low-maintenance 
lawn feature. Most homes 
are designed to lead water 
away from the foundation 
where pooling can cause 
exterior damage or leaks. 
Runoff from hard surfaces 
like rooftops and driveways 
runs into the street where 
municipal storm sewer sys¬ 
tems direct it back into our

Franco is adamant, how¬ 
ever, that how consumers 
treat their products is just 
as much a part of what 
makes them “green” as buy¬ 
ing them in the first place.

Heading back to school 
can inspire the usual cho¬ 
rus of complaints from 
some kids, but if your 
child is showing unusual 
pangs of anxiety there is 
a chance they are worried 
about a bully. 

“What parents can be do¬ 
ing is looking at their kids 
for signs. If the child has a 
lot of anxiety over heading 


back to school, it could be 
because there was an inci¬ 
dent at the end of last year,” 
says Stu Auty, president of 
the Canadian Safe Schools 
Network. 

Auty stresses the impor¬ 
tance of communicating 
with your child in order to 
root out the source of their 
anxiety. If there was a bully¬ 
ing incident during the pre¬ 
vious year, he suggests par¬ 
ents get together with the 
teacher as early as possible. 

“It’s veiy important for a 


student to have a smooth 
transition into the begin¬ 
ning of the school year.” 

By keeping open lines of 
communication, parents 
can monitor any potential 
incidents without being too 
intrusive. 

“It’s a fine balance,” says 
Auty, adding parents can’t 
control if incidents occur, 
but can help smooth the 
way. Other signs Auty says 
to watch out for include an 
unexpected change of 
friends or behaviour, and if 


the child is faking illness to 
get out of school. 

It is also important to re¬ 
member that modem inci¬ 
dents of bull 5 dng are not re¬ 
stricted to the playground. 
Cyber bull 5 dng has become 
a common occurrence, and 
Auty says it’s up to parents 
to have an understanding of 
what’s happening. 

It’s a sentiment Faye 
Mishna, associate dean of 
research at the University of 
Toronto’s faculty of social 
work, shares. 


Mishna says kids often 
hide incidents of cyber bul- 
l 5 dng from their parents be¬ 
cause they are scared of 
what might happen. 

“One, they are scared that 
they are going to lose their 
Internet privileges, and 
two, they are using their 
cellphone at school — well, 
they are not supposed to be 
using their cellphone at 
school. So they think they 
are going to get in trouble,” 
explains Mishna. 

She says it’s important 


for parents to minimize 
damages by not focusing 
on the fact that their child 
may have broken the mles. 

“Don’t take the Internet 
away because that is your 
kid’s entire social life.” 

When it comes to online 
access, Mishna says moni¬ 
toring which sites your 
child visits is not enough. 
Like Auty, she stresses the 
importance of communi¬ 
cating in order to stay on 
top of any potential inci¬ 
dents.

Honey, it’s time for school

Oh boy, back to school, 
back to routines and yes, 
packing lunches again. 
Here is a recipe for easy 
and tasty no-bake bars 
that can be wrapped for 
lunch boxes or as an after 
school snack, and a few 
tips. 

Chewy Dried Fruit 
Oatmeal Bars 

Change it up with your 
preferred dried fruit in 
place of the apricots and 
raisins — figs, dates and 


dried cranberries, cherries 
or blueberries. Makes 18 
bars. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1-1/2 cups (375 mL) Corn 
Flakes or Rice Krispies t 5 ^e 
cereal 

• 1 cup (250 mL) quick 
cooking oats (not instant) 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) diced 
dried apricots 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) raisins 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) butter 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) brown 
sugar 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) liquid 
honey 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) grated or¬ 
ange peel 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) vanilla 

METHOD: 

Line a 9-inch (23 cm) 
square baking pan with a 
parchment paper sling 


(ends hanging over to 
make it easy to remove). 
Lightly oil or spray ends 
that do not have paper. 

In a large bowl, combine 
cereal, oats, apricots and 
raisins. 

In a small saucepan, com¬ 
bine butter, brown sugar 
and honey. Over medium 
heat, bring to a boil, stir¬ 
ring frequently. Boil 1 
minute, stirring often. Re¬ 
move from heat, stir in or¬ 
ange peel and vanilla. 

Pour over cereal mixture 
and stir well to thoroughly 
combine. Press evenly and 
firmly into prepared pan. 
Refrigerate to firm up. 

Better Brown Bagging: 

• The midday meal should 
meet 1/3 of your children’s 
daily nutritional needs. In¬ 
clude at least one food 


from each of the four food 
groups in their lunch box: 
Fruit and vegetables, 
grains, daily products, 
meat and meat substitutes. 
Including the four food 
groups not only provides 
healthy meals, but adds 
colour — just think of the 
rainbow of Canada’s Food 
Guide to Healthy Eating. 

• Keep lunch staples on 
hand in your refrigerator 
and pantiy: Fruit juices, 
tomato cocktails, canned 
fruit, fruit compotes, cere¬ 
al bars, cheese sticks, dried 
fruit, yogurts, individually 
packed carrots and fruit, 
etc. Have your children 
prepare the lunches with 
you. They will pack pre¬ 
ferred foods and are less 
likely to trade or toss if 
they have invested the 
time. 

• Buy re-usable containers 
— sturdy lunch bags and 
boxes are available now in 
a fun range of colours. In¬ 
clude fingertip ‘wipes’ or a 
damp cloth in a sealable 
bag. Wrap your sandwich¬ 
es in parchment paper — 
it’s a sturdy wrap and can 
be recycled into the green 
bin.

NBC boss preps for early exit

PEACOCKED: The train wreck 
that’s been anticipated 
ever since Ben Silverman 
was appointed head of 
programming at NBG 
seems to be right on 
schedule with the fall sea¬ 
son about to begin with 
what’s almost universally 
considered to be a weak 
slate from the peacock 
network. Holl 5 AVOod insid¬ 
er Nikki Finke posted a 
long entiy on her Deadline 
HolljAVOod blog on Sunday 
with the gruesome details, 
and with a bit of tighten¬ 
ing they’d make an amaz¬ 
ing series for FX or Show¬ 
time one day. 

Silverman looks like the 
likely fall guy if NBG’s fall 
shows tank, but it’s a role 
he seems to be fitting him¬ 
self for, with the bizarro 
world logic that permeates 
Holl 5 AVOod. The man 


who’s been described as a 
real-life caricature of Ari 
Gold, the oily but driven 
agent played by Jeremy 
Piven on Entourage, has 
apparently been openly 
drinking and drugging the 
nights away while blowing 
off important meetings, 
and spent virtually the 
whole of August — the 
crucial last moments be¬ 
fore the fall shows debut 
— in Beijing, where Silver- 
man was providing what 
Finke describes as “exclu¬ 
sive but asinine live re¬ 
ports” from the Olympics 
for his buddy Ryan 
Seacrest’s radio show. 

The only thing that’s 
making him look good is 
the record of his executive 
VP, Teri Weinberg, who he 
brought with him from 
Reveille, the production 
company he sold for 
US$60 million. NBG is 
preparing to lose her be¬ 
fore her contract expires 
next summer, after disas¬ 
ters like the one where 
they were forced to cancel 
a contract with a group of 
writer/producers, which 
included Weinberg’s 
bo 5 ffriend, compensating

them with millions and 
letting them take back the 
shows developed on NBG’s 
dime, a face-saving deal 
made after complaints 
that Weinberg was practi¬ 
cally flaunting her conflict 
of interest. 


Silverman is apparently 
blithely aware of how bad¬ 
ly he’s done, and is report¬ 
ed to be preparing an early 
exit from the network 
with the rationale — once 
again, unique to Holly¬ 
wood, obviously insane to 


the rest of the world — 
that he’ll go out a hero if 
the fall shows miraculous¬ 
ly go over big, but that 
he’d quit first rather than 
be fired if the more likely 
scenario plays out. As for 
the network, they’re “hop¬ 
ing that Silverman jumps 
before he is pushed,” ac¬ 
cording to Finke. 

Silverman’s boss, Jeff 
Zucker, the head of NBG 
Universal, was profiled in 
a recent issue of Portfolio 
magazine, a cover story 
that only mentioned Sil¬ 
verman in passing, mostly 
because the network only 
accounts for less than 5 
per cent of the company’s 
earnings — something to 
remember when you con¬ 
template how networks 
like NBG seem to be run¬ 
ning themselves into the 
ground. 

As a fitting memorial, 
Silverman managed to 
score himself a cameo on 
the next season of En¬ 
tourage, crowning a joke 
with an in-joke.
